FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 
FRANCE, 

Verfailles, Feb. 26. The King has caufed it to 
be declared to the foreiga Minifters, that all the 
Preparations that are making at Dunkirk and upon 
the Coaft, are for the Service of the King of Spain, 
his Majefty acting only as Auxiliary to that Mo. 
narch, 

LOW COUNTRIES. 
Bruffels, March 3. We have received no Let. 
ters from Dunkirk for fome Days paft, the Potts 
being ftopt ; but we are otherwife inform’d, that 
fourteen Men of War are arriv’d their from Swe- 
den, where they have been built for the Service 
of France. 

Bruffels, March 5. We hear that the French 
have traced out a Camp near Quefnoy, towards 
which fome Troops have already begun to file off, 
and that Marfhal Noailles is expeéted upon the 
Frontiers in a fhort time to command the Army 
that is to be formed there. ’Tis apprehended that 
France intends to execute fome Defign in this 
Country before we are in a Condition to oppof 
it, wherefore Orders are fent to all the Troops, 
both National and Auxiliary, to be in Readinefs to 
march towards the Frontiers; and there is a talk 
of forming two Camps, one near Nivelles, and the 
other near Qudenarde, in order to have them rea- 
dy to act as Circumftances fhould require. 
We hear that 2000 Mafons have Orders to re- 
pair to Dunkirk the Beginning of April, to finith 
the Works which have been begun there, and to 
make new ones. The Freneh have refolved a- 
monft other Thitigs to re-eftablifh Mardyke. They 
have juft cleanfed the Canal which goes from Dun- 
kirk to Furnes. 

GERMANY. 
Hamburgh, March 3. Letters from Berlin 
mention a Circumftance from whence a Judgment 
may be formed of the Sentiments of the King of 
Pruffia, in regard to the Condu& of the Court 
of Verfailles. His Majefty being at the French 
Theatre, and feeing at the time that the Curtain 
was drawn up the Legs of thofe People who re- 
tired behind the Decorations of the Theatre, faid 
to my Lord Hindford, in the Prefeace of the 
Marquifs de Valori ; There now is fomething which 
perfectly refemble the French Miniftry, many Legs, 
but no Head. 





LONDON. 


Monday came an Account, that ten Tranfports, 
with Troops on board, and three French Men of 
War, were loft in the late Storm in Dunkirk-Road, 
that the Crews thereof all perifh’d, and that the 
Troops which were on board the French ‘Traaf- 
ports at Dunkirk were all relanded. 

We hear that the Embargo at Dunkirk and 
the other Ports in France is taken off. 

One Bomb-Ketch, three Tenders, and one 
Tranfport, were run en Shore the 1f Inftant at 
Beachy-Head, and ’twas fear’d would be loft; one 
of which is, it is faid, the Neptune, Captain 
Holden. 

Monday came Advice by the French Mail, that 
the Milner, Capt. Legrofs from Virginia, for Lon- 
don, is taken in her Piflage, and carried into 
Bilboa. 

The fame Day came Advice from Dover, that 
the Neptune, Capt. d’Abbadie, from Borneo and 
Bencoolen, is faicly arriv’d there. She was the 
Ship that came from St. Helena in Company with 
the Grantham, lately loft near Haftings. 

Monday was f{ciz’d by Meff. Horrox and Eriffe, 
two Officers belonging to the Cuftom-houfe, a Ship 
laden with Fruit, &c. being imported contrary to 
the Act of Navigation. ‘The Ship and Cargo is ac- 
counted worth near 4000}. 

Monday both Houfes of Convocation met, and 
adjourn’d to the 28th Inftant. 

Several Horfes are training up in the King’s 
Mews at Charing-Crofs for War Hortes, for the 
Ufe of his Majefty and the Duke of Cumberland. 

We hear that Kenfington-Palace will be fitted
